We cannot impound his cart unless he is 
arrested at which time it gets booked as evidence. 

Really not much the BID can do as this is a criminal mater. We will try and 
schedule another trip to the area soon. You can always contact LAPD and speak 
with your area Senior Lead Officer as they also enforce Los Angeles Municipal 
Code 42.00 (B) Illegal Vending. We will give you an update as soon as we visit 
the location. Thank you and have a great day.

How long will you have 
to put up with such continuous violations? When can his cart be impounded? 
What happens when he doesn't show up in court? 

Is there a civil path we can follow at the BID'S initiation to compliment your 
criminal proceedings? 

We continue to believe that by working together we will be successful. Thank 
you.
